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A Skating Seed, ok tub "Miraculocs 
Detil." — The San Francisco Bulletin gives 
an accoant of one of the greatest curiosities 
probably that ever appeared in the natural 
world to puzzle philosophers and make scien- 
tific investigators confess that there nre certain 
dead walls against which they can only beat 
their heads in Tain, and it is found in a simple 
seed brought from the Sierra Madre range in 
Mexico, and called by the natives of the coun- 
try El Diablo di iliraclos. It is the seed, 
however, of a small tree or shrub known to 
Mexicans as the Yerba de Flecha, or Arrow 
Tree. The name is probably derived from 
the fact that the Indians were accustomed to 
extract a juice from it in which they dipped 
the points of their arrows, thus barbing them 
with a swift death. So poisonous is the juice 
which exudes considered, that the natives 
cannot be persuaded to touch leaf or limb at 
all ; and it is stated that were it attempted to 
graft the yerba de flecha with any other 
tree, the slip would wither and blast it 
in an hour. This may or may not be an 
exaggeration, though the probabilities are 
that it is; but of the effects of the poison on 
the human system there can be no question, 
the facts being well substantiated. The wound 
that a pin's point would make, if covered with 
4jy&rt getable venom, causes death to ensue in 
an hour, leaving the body swollen like that of 
one who has died of dropsy, and discolored. 
The seed l.oke not unlike a coffee bean, is al- 
most the same size, and has a similar dark 
browish color. Three of them grow in the 
pod, which is round as an orange—segregate 
this orange in three natural sections and you 
have the shape of our miraculous devil to a 
dot. If laid on the palm of the hand, it is as 
ileepy and quiet for a minute or two as a pop- 
py seed could be, but by and bye a pulsation 
and throbbing makes itself felt, and anon it 
goes sliding and skating, backwards and for- 
wards, now to the right and again to the left, 
straight ahead sometimes in the natural 
course of human and animal progression aui 
at others taking the sideway slant, which 
crabs adopt. It is an eccentric fellow, and 
has the same objection to lying on its back 
that a mud-turtle has, flopping over without 
the aid ot fin or tail. What are its means of 
progression? how does it rub along? — there's 
the rub. It has neither sign nor shadow of 
leg nor paddle wheel, nor even has it the 
wriggling cuticle and vertebi.u of the serpent 
kind. But still it manages to slide along like 
a stiff-legged boy on skates, moved by occa- 
sional puffs of wind. It cannot be counted 
on with any certainty, sometimes having to 
be held in the hand for ten minutes before it 
will consent to exhibit. The period of activ- 
ity is heralded by the throbbing of which we 
have spoken— it is the bell, so to speak, of ibis 
little natural eDgine, which says: Look out, 
the car is coming. If held to the ear during 
this period of activity, the throb can be heard 
as distinctly as ths tick of a Geneva watch. 
Altogether it is a most mysterious seed, and 
revives all the weird superstitions and stories 
that of old were told of the subtle forces 
which lie hidden in the natural and physical 
world. The Odic force seems to find its fullest 
exponent here. In a measure it revives one's 
belief in the vegetable spelb of witches and 
sorcerers, for what effect mi,;ht not a bean 
broth, from Eiich active beans as these, have 
on the human system? What magic of love 
and passioft might not a necklace of such 
■CPSkT/Otk if strungaround a maiden's neck? 
Ifso sensibly affected toaction by the warmth 
of the hand, what capers would they not cut 
if laid over a live, leaping young heart? It 
may have been by the magic of a necklace 
like this that Cleopatra led mailed Antony 
away from the glorious paths of war, when 
she came rowing her golden galleys with 
silver oars np the Cydnus, in time to silver 
harmonies, unrobed as Aphrodite, with Ne- 
reids and Cupids grouped around her, and 
sails of purple silk fluttering in tho wanton 
air — to afterwards desert him at Actium. And 
it may be that not by beauty alone many 
■other of the grim old Generals whose swords 
now rust even in memory have been led to 
■barter the rcep're of the world to bask in the 
splendor of a woman's smile. Beware of the

A. DEFENCE OF THE STATE GOVERNMENr OF 
MISSOURI. 
PROCLAMATION I1Y GOVERNOR GAMBLE. 

Many evil disposed persons are now en- 
gaged in endeavoring to produce disaffection 
toward the State Government, with the 
avowed purpose of overthrowing it by vio- 
lence, if they shall be unable to accomplish 
their end by other means. They endeavor to 
attract other citizens to their support by the 
circulation of most unfounded statements and 
misrepresentations. Among this class of per- 
sons are to be found men who bear about with 
them commissions from the State Govern- 
ment, and who may have obtained notoriety 
only by favor of that government, while oth- 
ers of them have been removed from office, 
and still others have been refused office by 
that government. 

So far as the end which they teek can be ef- 
fected by means of conformiug to the consti- 
tution and the laws through the expression of 
the popular will, no objection can be made to 
any change in the government which the peo- 
ple may desire to make; but the proclaimed 
purpose of effecting it by violence demands 
that the people should be put upon their guard 
against a scheme which may result in the 
complete ruin of the State. 

In ord.r to excite the public mind they hive 
retorted to the circulation of the most extra- 
ordinary falsehoods in relation to the purposes 
and conduct of the State government. 

They accuse the Stite Government of dis- 
loyalty to the United Suites, while they kt.ox 
that the piesent Executive assumed his func- 
tions at a time when the authority of the Fed- 
eral government in the State was in the ut- 
most daDger. and the lives and fortunes of its 
friends were in the greatest peril. 

They know that he called for forty-two 
thousand men of the militia to be used against 
the rebel disturbers of the peace of the State. 
They know that he hastened to Washington 
to obtain arms and the means of maintaining 
the force that answered to the call. They 
know that directly afterwards he went to 
Washington and effected an arrangement 
with the President to raise a permanent force 
to serve in the State during the war as State 
militia. 

They know that he raiEed that force to 
several thousand men beyond the number 
Congress would agree to pay, and was there- 
fore compelled to reduce it. 

They know that this force has rendered 
valuable service against the rebel eBemy in 
this State. 

They know that, under the Constitution 
and laws, he issued an order for the enrol- 
ment and organization of the entire loyal 
militia of the State, and that he expressly 
prohibited the organization of men who were 
disloyal. 

They know that from time to time he his 
called into active service large numbers of 
this militia, to be used in the suppression of the 
rebellion in tbi3 State. 

They know that he ordered the organiza- 
tion of provisional regiments bv detailing corn- 
pan ies from the body of the militia, of "known 
loyally and efficiency;" while they have pre- 
tended to believe that these regiments were 
designed to be used for some disloyal purpose. 

They know that they were placed under the 
cemmand of the Major- General commanding 
the department. 

They know that when the late Command- 
ing General of this department called for 
assistance, the Executive gave him ten regi- 
ments of militia to aid him in repelling an 
invasion. 

They know that when it became his duty 
to communicate to the Legislature of the State 
certain resolutions of the Legislature of Dela- 
ware, favoring an armistice and negotiation 
with the rebels, he accompanied them with a 
message which was adopted by the Legisla- 
ture as a response to the Delaware resolutions, 
in which he maintained that, under the Con- 
stiiution, the controversy with the revolted 
States could only be settled by the sword. 

Other facts equally notorious and equally 
significant mignt be referred to, but the fore- 
going are sufficient to render it impossible 
that any sane man can believe the Executive 
of the State disloyal to the United States. 

These men, seizing upon the desire that has 
existed throughout the State for the emanci- 
pation of slaves, have represented the Execu- 
tive as opposed to the popular will and hos- 
tile to emancipation. As he called the late 
Convention to assemble in June last to con- 
sider and adopt a plan of emancipation, they 
represent his action as designed to thwart the 
will of the people. Yet they know that the 
Senate passed a resolution requesting him to 
call the convention, and that the Senate also 
passed a bill for the call of a new convention, 
provided the old convention did aot assemble 
and adopt a plan of emancipation prior to the 
first of July, and that this bill wasdefeated in 
the House of Representatives by parliamenta- 
ry tactics. 

They know that, in his message to the con- 
vention, be expressly doelined to recommend 
any particular plan ot emancipation, out urged 
the body to harmonize, as far as practicable, 
upon the difficult points that belonged to the 
measure. 

They know that, as a member of the con- 
vention, he avowed his determination to have 
some plan of emancipation adopted, so far as 
his efforts couid effect it. 

They know that, as a member, he proposed 
to terminate slavery in 1867, and, yielding 
to ihe wishes of others, he supported a propo- 
sition to terminate it in 1866. They know 
that, in the convention, he voted against the 
proposition to exempt slaves from taxation. 

Yet, with all this knowledge, they endeav- 
or to inflame the public mind against the 
State Government by falsely representinj the 
Executive as endeavoring to defeat the public 
will by trick and artifice. 

They accuse the Executive of sympathy 
wiih guerillas and bushwhackers, yet they 
know that the order which he issued for the 
enrolment of the militia, and which was pub- 
list ed in the papers, was made because of the 
existence of guerillas, and expressly declares 
that ''the existence of numerous bands of 
guerillas in different parts of the State, who 
are engaged in robbing and murdering peace- 
able citizens, for no other causa than that such 
ci'izens are loyal to the Government under 
which they have always lived, renders it nec- 
essary that the most stringent measures be 
adopted to punish all such crimes and to de- 
stroy such bands." Then the order proceeds 
to direct the enrolment. 

Tb»y know that, while the Executive gave 
no countenance to the cold-blooded murder of 
men upon mere suspicion of being connected 
with guerillas, and while he always recogniz- 
ed the danger of leaving the lives of unarmed 
men to the summary disposition of ttu sol- 
diery, without investigation, lest the in- 
nocent and the guilty should be indiscrimi- 
nately destroyed, yet there lias been no order 
issued, woids uttered, or act done by him 
with the intent ot screening real guerillas 
from punishment. 

While acting thus, upon principles which 
must regulate every civilized government, he 
is now represented by these conspirators as 
sympathizing with the very criminals he was 
endeavoring to have punished. 

These men make industrious efforts to im- 
press t pen the public mind the idea that the 
present Executive persistingly holds on to 
power which be has usurped. 

Thty know that the power which is now 
exercised rests upon precisely the same found- 
ation as that which was exercised when the 
Provisional Government was established, 
which is the will of the people, as expressed 
by tbiir delegates in sovereign convention; 
and, if that power is now usurped, it was so 
from the beginning of the Provisional Gov- 
erLment, and consequently Claiborne F. Jack- 
son was Governor of the State up to the day 
of his death, and all appointments made b y 
the present Executive are subject to question. 

They knew, also, that the present Executive 
endeavored to divest himself of the office, and 
only consented to retain it at the request of 
the representatives of ihe people. In truth, 
the e never has been a day since he accepted 
the office when he would not gladly have 
given it up, if, in the opinion of those whose 
judgment he was bound to respect, he could 
have done so consistently with the public 
safety. The only design of this paper being 
to guard the unwary against being led by the 
artifices of these designing men into a false 
position in relation to tho State which may 
involve them in danger, it is impossible, with- 
in any reasonable limit, to notice the innu- 
merable false accusations which have daily 
issued from a corrnpt and malignant prass for 
many mcntbs past. Those which have been 
noticed above, and which are most important, 
may be taken as fair specimens of tho correct- 
ness of all. 

It may with propriety be repeated, that no 
objection is here intended to be suggested to 
any change in their Government which the 
people may think proper to make, by peace- 
ful means, in accordance with the Constitu- 
tion and laws; but it is intended to warn all 
persons against any attempt to effect a change 
by means of violence. 

The principle that every Government is 
bound to protect itself against violence, is 
the principle upon which the Federal Gov- 
ernment is engaged in suppressing a great 
rebellion, and is applicable as well to the 
State Government. 

Our State Constitution prescribes whatshall 
be treason against the State, and our statutes 
fix the penalty of death or long imprisonment 
in the penitentiary. There can, then, be 
traitors against the State as well as against 
the Federal Government. 

In all treasons the masses engaged are mis- 
led by the arts and falsehoods of a few de- 
signing leaders; and it is now earnestly de- 
sired that all the good people of Missouri 
shall be on their guard against all artifices 
which may lead them to their ruin. 

It is earnestly desired to avoid the spectacle 
of a social war on this American continent, 
and that the people of a free country may 



exercise all their rights under the Constitu- 
tion and the laws, without being hindered by 
violence, so that at last we set an example of 
a people capable of self-government. 

To the end, therefore, that all goo 1 people 
of Ihe State may be guarded against b^ing in- 
volved in conspiracies or combinations for 
violence, and that all persons may be induced 
to exercise their own rights freely and respect 
the rights of others, I, Hamilton R. Gamble, 
Governor of the State of Missouri, while en- 
treating the people to abstain from violence 
among themselves, and from all uolawfulcom- 
binations, do admonish them that the oath 
which binds me to see that the laws are faith- 
fully executed, leaves me bo choice as to the 
employment of all the force I can commtnd 
to sustain the laws, preserve the peace of the 
State, and punish those who disturb it. And 
I do admonish them that, as the biehest politi- 
cal right of a citizen is to rote at elections, 
any interference, especially by the military, 
with the right of the qualified vot«r3 to vote 
for whomsoever they please, will be regarded 
as an offence of the greatest magnitude. 

Wi'b the earnest hope that Providence will 
guard us against the terrors of anarchy, and 
that we may long continue to enjoy social or- 
der and the blessings, civil, political, and re- 
ligious which He has bestowed upon us, I 
commend ibe contents of this paper to the 
careful consideration of all citizens of this 
State. 

In testimony whereof, I have hereunto set 
my band and caused the great seal of the 
State to be affixed, this twelfth day of Oeto- 
ber, one thonssnd eight hundred and sixty- 
three, and of the Independence of the United 
States the eightv-eighth.

Railroad to Knoxville. — The Cincinnati 
Gazette publishes the following as from a 
"citizen of Kentucky." If he is a citizen of 
our State, he is very active in pointing out to 
our indefatigable commeicial rival how it 
may obtain advantages over us. We take 
the assertion of his being such a citizen with 
several grains of salt: 

In the Gszette of the 17th is an editorial 
headed "Cincinnati Merchants, Look to your 
Interests," which has attracted my attention, 
and upon which I trust you will pardon me 
for making some suggestions. The road con- 
necting with the Kentucky roads, and run- 
ning into East Tennessee, should cros3 Cum- 
berland river above the falls, aud it ought, in 
my opinion, to connect with the Kentucky 
Central Railroad at or near Paris, cross Ken- 
tucky river at or near Boonesboro, and Cum- 
berland river about Cumberland Ford, and on 
to Cumberland Gap; or after crossing Ken- 
tucky river at the place named, it might oass 
by the Why ot Williamsburg, Wheatly county, 
thence through Big Creek Gap, and on to 
Knoxville. These routes have all been sur- 
veyed years ago, and found highly practica- 
ble. 

It seems to me that it will be found to be a 
mistake should you complete the road from 
Nicholasville to Danville for the purpose or 
with ihe expectations suggested by your pa- 
per. I am sure tho expectations will not be 
realized. Has it been decided the road shall go 
to or by the way of Somerset? You speak of 
it in i hat way. I do not bo undeistand it, if 
it is so; there, then, is a great mistake made 
by those controlling it. Is the road to go no 
further than toSomerst? Certainly it must or 
it will not meet the military necessities of the 
country. Is the route from Somerset to Ten- 
ness»e practicable? I think not. My recol- 
lection is, that the President, in 1861, recom- 
mended the building of the road to or by the 
way of Cumberland Gap. or if he did not rec- 
ommend that point, that he expressed a prefer- 
ence for it. He was right, and my word for 
it. (And I am pretty familiar with thediffer- 
ent routes.) If Cincinnati merchants desire 
to advance their own interests, they should 
advocate the route from Big Creek or Cum- 
berland Gap and intersecting the Kentucky 
Central Railroad at or near Paris, and if they 
find it necessary to build any part of the road, 
in order to secure that line, they can do so, in- 
stead of completing the road from Nicholas- 
ville to Danville.

Wasiiin*ton, Oct 27. 
Advices from the army sta» that the publi- 
cations here and in New York that Lee has 
re-established a portion o' his line this side 
of the Rappahannock aiw simply untrue. It 
has been quiet to day Soldiers picket the 
south bank of the rive-' from Hill's and Ew- 
ell's corps, and Stewart's cavalry, showing 
clearly that some of Ewell's troops are still 
with Lee. 

The tmoke of tbe enemy's camp-fires an 
be seen beyond the Rappahannock, indicating 
that ttey are there in force prepared to dispute 
tbe passage of the river or the construction of 
a railroad bridge. A body of their infantry 
has been discovered this side of the river at 
Culpepper Springs. Their cavalry pickets are 
thrown cut this side of the Rappahannock 
and in sight of our advance pickets. 

There has been considerable change of po 
position of each con s of our army during the 
past few days, designed, however, to protect 
iheoperations of those engaged in construct- 
ing railroads rather than for offensive pur- 
poses. 

There are no indications of an immediate 
advance movement. 

Guerillas are becoming troublesome on the 
pikes leading from Gainesville and Warren- 
ton, over one of which routes all supplies for 
Ibe army are drawn. On Sunday they at- 
tacked the mail wagon en route to Warrenton, 
near Baltimore, wounded the driver and took 
him prisoner, and escaped with the horses and 
barnoss. Fortunately there was no mail in 
the wagon. Htreafter the mail and trains 
will be accompanied by guards. 

Work on the railroad is being prosecuted 
vigorously, an advance of the army being de- 
pendent on its completion. 

General Meade's headquarters are still at 
Warrenton. 

At aet accounts the rebels at Richmond 
had not set eyes on the two thousand Federal 
prisoners they were felicitating themselves on 
having been taken in Lee's mnwmMi iu mis 
airrction. 

It is learned from the Provost Marshal's 
office that, in compliance with the proclama- 
tion of the President, volunteering progresses 
rapidly at all points, all parties amenable to 
military duty being apparently anxious to 
avoid tbe threatened draft. 

The army correspondent of the Savannah 
Rt publican says that the Confederate batter- 
ies on Lookout Mountain #o not command 
the Union works as has been stated and be- 
lieved. 

A correspondent of the Richmond En- 
quirer, writinir from Brialow Station, says it 
is certainly tiue that Meade has managed his 
retreat most orderly, and that be has saved 
his stores and lo6t but few men, though 1 
think it is equally true that the Yankee army 
is considerably scared. 

Our toys have been sadly disappointe-d in 
their expectation of captures, and from more 
than one of them we can hear such an ex- 
ptejsion as this: "If Jackson bad been along 
we would have gotten everything we wanted, 
but we have no Jackson cow." Our boys, 
however, make tbe Yankees whom they cap- 
ture p ull off their shoes, which they at once 
convert to their own use. 

A correfpondect of the Columbus Enquirer 
sajs the official teport of the rebel loss in kill- 
ed, wounded, and missing in the late battle of 
Cbitkamnuga amounts to 18,000. 

A special agent of the War Department has 
discovered enormous frauds transacted by 
millions in Kentucky and Ohio, and con- 
tracts for all sorts of armyjsupplies. With the 
arts of Congress at its back, the War De- 
partment is preparing to visit the guilty with 
condign punishment. 

General Rosecrans's remarks at Cincinnati 
produced a decided sensation here. Tbe friends 
ot the administration admit that bis statement 
renders some further explanation necessary, 
and at the same lime leave him in a satisfac- 
tory position. 

The pressure against Dablgren continuing 
in tbe command tit Charleston has not ceased. 
On Sunday last a number of military men 
from Morris island called on the President to 
urge bis removal on military grounds. What 
remit attended their efforts has not trans- 
piled,. 

It is ascertained on high authority that the 
question of bis removal has never been a sub- 
ject of consideration by the executive at the 
Navy Department. It is affirmed that the 
Admiral's pctformance so far at Charleston 
has been satisfactory to the Secretary of the 
Navy. It is denied that any arrangements 
were ever intended between him and General 
Gilmore, by which the latter was to do the 
wotk of the siege up to a certain point, and it 
to be then completed by the former. 

The questk n now is whether an attack by 
tbe navy shall be made at present, by which 
the iron-clads maybe pushed up to Charles- 
ton in the place of the batteries, or whether 
oiders to that effect should be issued. 

Whatever course may be decided on, it 
seems altogether provable that no change 
jnst now in the command of the naval force 
before Charleston will be made.

LlA VXNWOBTH, Oct. 27. 

I have news from Fort Scott to Monday 
noon. Affairs below look threatening. Coop- 
er has been reinforced from Price's army with 
infantry and artillery and menaces Fort Blunt 
ard Fort Smith. His total force is stated at 
900 men, mostly whites, and 18 pieces of ar- 
tillery. Quantreil is not with him. 

Gen. Blunt will go South with the train. 
Ho will confer at Fort Smith with Gen. Mc- 
Neil, and, after turning the command over, 
w ill proceed to Leavenworth under the recent 
order. 

Gpds. McNeil and Ewing are in the vicinity 
of Bectonsville and Huntaville, on tbe North- 
ern Atkanims. Brooks, with three thousand 
nion, is intrenching on White river, near 
Huntt-ville, and has been reinforced by Shelby, 
who has escaped with nearly two thousand 
men and two guns. 

Gen. Blum's presence on the Arkansas is 
al*oltitely necessary. During his absence tbe 
country has been swarming with bushwhack- 
er?, who cut off small parties, and have ven- 
tured very near these posts which are inde- 
pendent of commands and do not act in 
cor cert 

Tie General has fully recovered his health, 
which was greatly impaired. The train ise3- 
ccned by a large and competent force ot in- 
fantry, cavalry, and artillery. No fears need 
be entertained concerning its safety. If ne- 
coffary, Gen. Blunt will offer battle. He is 
confident of his ability to clear Cooper out of 
tbe country. Tbe route which the train will 
take is still undecided. 

The post at Baxter Springs, where the re- 
cent massacre occurred, has been abandoned. 
It was of no importance except as an express 
staiion. 

Gen. I ane addressed an Immense meeting 
at Fort Si on on saturdav. Alter the speech 
the crowd i rr-r-eerted to Gen. Blum's quarters 
and calli d him out. After repeated applause 
be appearec and addteased them briefly. His 
| appearance caused great enthusiasm, and when 
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he bade them farewell as their military com- 
mander many shed tears. His removal has 
onuscd an excitement unparalleled in Kansas 
affairs. 

A train of supplies for General Ewing's 
command has left Fort Scott. There has 
been a disturbance of the express between 
here and Fort Gibson for tbe last ten days.

Har" The Memphis Journal of Sunday says 
of cotton and cotton-traders: 

The cotton market was gloomy in the ex- 
treme yesterday. The papers of the 21st con- 
firm the news of those of the 20th, of the 
discouraging condition of the New Y'ork 
market, and private telegrams were received 
with still later tidings of the same impjrt. 
Nor waB this all. A local difficulty contributed 
still more than the news to put a stop to busi- 
nt 83 in tbe staple. A short time ago, General 
Gtar.t, in Order No. 157, allowed loyal residents 
of Tennessee, Arkansas, and Mississippi to take 
cotton to Memphis or to New Orleans for sale, 
on obtaining a permit from a military post. 
On this order, cotton was coming in freely, 
and a considerable quantity is now on its way 
to tbiB place. 

The Treasury agent, who ha3 just arrived 
from a visit to* Washington, declines to rec- 
ognize these military permits, and it is under- 
stood that cotton arriving by their authority 
will be seized. One hundred and sixteen 
bales, consigned from Vicksburg to a mer- 
chant here, was seized yesterday. The Treas- 
ury agent will give permits for the sale of 
cotton grown in Tenneesee only. This deci- 
sion biought business to a stand The buyers 
of cotton in Memphis cannot in all, perhaps 
in but few cases, swear, when applying for 
permits to ship, that the cotton is of Tennes- 
see growth. Ot thirty-two houses we made 
irquiries of yesterday, only 6cven had made 
sales, the totul amount ot which was only 
eighty-three bales, aB follows: 

1 bale at 30, 1 at 33, 1 at 40, 15 at 45, 2 at 
52, 4 at 63, 14 at 55, 8 at 66, p at 57 }i, 31 at 70. 
Total, 83 bales. 

We also heard of a sale of 25 bales at 72 on 
Thursday evening. 

Information from persons who have been 
travelling in the country yet in rebellion is to 
the effect that very little cotton indeed has 
been planted there. In districts under Feder- 
al protection imperfect cultivation, wet weath- 
er, and early frost has proved so injurious that 
it is estimated that only one bale will be made 
from eight acres of ground. Those who have 
bad opportunity to observe these facts feeLthe 
utmost confidence that cotton will reach and 
maintain a price beyond any it has yet touch- 
ed,

Grf.f.k Fib*, Shell, and Shot. — The Soiec- ] 
tific American says there is no •esemblance 
between **en. Gilmore's Greek nre and the 
genuine , -' ref 'l £ f" re of ancient limes. It is re- 
lated «-'at the former was discovered in 660, 
by aGreek engineer named Callinacus, who 
in duX year destroyed a large fi set of Saracen 
vessels with it; and it afterwards became a 
terror to the whole Mahommedan races. It is 
described to have consisted of iesin, saltpetre, 
sul[ hur,.pitch, and camphor, mixed with tur- 
pentine, and made into balls with flax. It 
was ignited, then fired from arrows, or thrown 
by javelins on board of the Saracen vessels, 
when they were engaged with the Greeks iu 
tbe hand-to-hand contests of those days. Tho 
compound was very inflammable, but its chief 
danger consisted in being capable of burning 
in water. Tradition conveys exaggerated ideas 
respecting its destructive tffects. It would 
not produce much fear, nor very formidable 
results, on board of modern war vessels. 
The incendiary shells now called Greek 
fire were first brought to public notice du- 
ring the Crimean war, by J. Macintoih, who 
made experiments with them at Shoebury- 
ness, England, and set inflammable materials 
on fire at a distance of 800 yards. A patent 
was 6ecured for the invention in 1855, and 
the composition is described in the specifica- 
tion as follows: "I fill diaphram shells with 
naptba, mixed with phosphorus and bisulphide 
of carlion, having a bursting charge sufficient 
to open the shell. When fired the bursting of 
these shells scatters the contents in all direc- 
tions, and the shower of inflimmable material 
falling among troops ignites spontaneously, 
causing their immediate disorganization. 
Fired into shipping, these shells, bursting oa 
the deck below, scatter the inflammable ma- 
terial, and ihe spontaneous combustion which 
results causes injury to the crew, who are 
driven overboard, and the vessel itself is 
speedily consumed. Fired Into harbors, dock- 
yards, and towns, the result is alike destruct- 
ive and decisive." A little volume by Capt. 
J. Norton, from Rosherville, England, 1860, 
contains the following description of his in- 
cendiary shell for infantry: "A leaden rifle 
ihell is first nearly filled with bisulphide of 
carbon, then small bits of phosphorus are 
dropped into it, and the mouth of the shell is 
then closed with a cork projecting like that of 
a bottle. A leaden shell thu3 charged and 
adapted to tbe military rifle, will continue to 
burn for ten minutes, with an intense flame 
which cannot be extinguished with water." 
Such are the descriptions of the modern in- 
cendiary shells called by some persons "Greek 
fire." As phosphorus was unknown to the 
ancient Greeks, of course it is sheer nonsenso 
to credit them with the invention of this 
fire. Thus far, such incendiary shells seem 
to have produced but little mischief. An 
officer of the United States artillery lately 
in foi toed us that be had made experiments 
and found them of no utility, owing to the in- 
flammable liquid being so mnch scattered when 
the shells burst. He believed that if a considera- 
ble quantity of the inflammable liquid could 
be held together and thrown into one place, 
it would prove destructive, but this could not 
be effected with any of the incendiary shells 
which he had tried. For producing destruc- 
tive results by setting wooden vesiels, build- 
ings, and other combustible materials on fire, 
red-hot shot is more to be depended upon than 
liquid fire-shells. The modern method of 
producing snch shot is to fill shells with molt- 
en iron, and then fire them from the guns. A 
small cupola has been put up on one of the 
English iron-clads for melting pig iron, thus 
to fill shells; but against armor-clad vessels 
of course such shot would be useless, as they 
weuld spatter against iron plates like balls of 
clay.

The locomotive was consid- 
erably injured, while the tender was torn to 
pieces. We hear that several trains had parsed 
over the torpedo without exploding it, and 
that the locomotive, which was used for push- 
ing up trains, was returning when "the in- 
fernal machine" exploded. We did not learn 
whether any person was injured.

Many 
of his earlier lyrics were pervaded with the 
spirit of the Hebrew poetry of the Bible. His 
version of Othello, made in 1829, excited a 
great deal of interest, and directed anew the 
attention of Frenchmen to Shakspeare. His 
historical novel, Cinq- Mars, is perhaps the 
work which has made bim most widely 
known. Hi* portraits of his hero and of Rich- 
elieu are drawn with masterly skill. He was 
elected to the Academy in 1815. Since then 
he has, we think, published but one work. 
His style is singularly chaste and delicate and 
polished. He was Bixty-four years of age.

amber of the Country Gentleman. He says 
thet comparatively few horses were raised in 
the slave States, excepting Virginia, Ken- 
tucky, Missouri, Tennessee, and Texas, and^f 
the planters wanted to improve their stoi/S of 
horses they s»nt North for the material, and 
if a wealthy gentleman wished nioe, elegant 
horses for carriage or family use he went or 
sent North .0 buy them. The annals of the 
turf show tiat Northern horses have beat the 
Southern, iven in speed as well as trotting, 
and they trrtaiuly are their equal, if not more 
than cqua, in their power ot endurance. In- 
deed, tbifwas all admitted at the South pre- 
vious to the rebellion. Mr. Buckley acribes 
the suppsed superiority of the horses of the 
Southec cavalry to the more considerate and 
judiciois treatment which they receive both 
at bone and after they enter the service. He 
says: 

At the South, riding and travelling on horse- 
back is, or lately was, much in vogue, and 
more especially in all the region not intersect- 
ed by railroads; .but Ibey rarely urge the 
horse to a greater speed than a fast walk or a 
moderate pace, the last being preferred and 
considered the easiest. Thus moving, they 
will average from thirty to forty miles per day 
for weeks, and even months in succession, 
with little or no damage to the horse. Tnose 
in the Soutne-rn service are generally owned 
by their riders; and in cases where they are 
not thus backed, their owners are in tbe same 
company or regiment, to see that their horses 
are rode carefully and that they are well fed 
and cleaned at nitrht; and, botore mounting, 
that the blankets are evenly and smoothly 
fixed beneath the saddles, so as not to hurt the 
back of the horse. 

In proof of the correctness of this position 
that the inferiority of the horses of the North- 
ern cavalry is owing to mismanagement and 
abuse, he cites the example of ihe 3d Indiana 
cavalry, wbo3e men own their horses, and 
const qnently feel a personal interest in having 
them well fed and properly cared for, nor do 
they, without reason, ride on a gallup or a 
run on every frivolous occasion; and adds: 

Their horses are now in as good condition, 
wilh very few exceptions, as wheu they en- 
tered the service, nearly two years ago. I 
was recently told by an intelligent private of 
this regiment that their dead ana disabled 
horses amounted to less than fifty, besides 
which a small number (about 20) had been 
captured by the rebels. There is, I believe, 
but one other regiment in tbe United States 
service where the ownership of the horses is 
vested in their riders, and this is from Penn- 
sj Ivania. 

Mr. Buckley closes with a few remarks at 
the manner in which horses are generally 
used is tbe army of the Potomac. 

Uncle Sam owns the horses, and Uncle 
Sim's boys, old and young, officers, surgeons, 
privates, and contrabands, think that he is 
rich enough to buy them all another horse 
whenever required:. So they gallop up hill 
and down bill, and very often this gallop is 
increased to a run, as I have witnessed at 
Aquia, through the sands of the Potomac, or 
over tbe hills in that vicinity. Even in tbe 
city of Washington, persona have been in 
danger of heing over run by these fast riders. 

When I first arrived at Washington, several 
months ago, I supposed those fast men on 
horseback were bearers of important dis- 
patches, and that some great military move- 
ments were in progress, but all remained 
quiet in the army, and I soon learned that 
this go-ahead aiiveness on horseback was a 
mere army custom. 

Retaliatory Order. — We learn from the 
Nashville Pres? of yesterday, 'that "General 
Mitchell has issued an order to Lieut. Colonel 
Brownlow, commanding him to go imme- 
diately to the place where the train was re- 
cently thrown off the Nashvillo and Ohatta- 
norga Railroad and fired into by guerillas, 
and warn all the secessionists and their sym- 
pathizers in that neighborhood to cross our 
lines and co into Dixie within two days. If 
they fail to heed the warning, then Colonel 
Brownlow is to destroy all secesh property 
witbin a radius of five miles of the scene of 
the outrage.

Four thousand eight hundred refugees 
from Northern Alabama and Georgia have ar- 
rived in Nashville since the 1st of August, 
and been variously provided for by the Gov- 
ernment.

They were all in a deplorably destitute condi- 
tion, having bten robbed of everything by 
the rebels.

A Genoa letter, speaking of the Mount 
Cenis tunnel, says the hopes for the opening 
of the tunnel in three years are altogether 
visionary. A gentleman connected with rail- 
way works thinks it cannot be completed un- 
der ten years. The space for laborers in the 
tunnel is bo small that no progress can he has- 
tered beyond three metres a day. Already 
the machinery for supplying the workmen 
with fre^h air is of enormous dimensions, two 
huge metal tubes running alongside of the 
road for a thousand yards. 

The agricultural statistics of Irelan l, just 
collected, sbows that the extent of land uuder 
crops of all kinds in 1863 falls below that of 
1862 by 92 441 acres, but notwithstanding this, 
is is astimated that this year's harvest will be 
more valuable than last year's by several mil- 
lions sterling; 

Avarice. — The avaricious man is like the 
barren, sandy ground in the d«.sert, which 
sulks in all the rains and dews with greedi- 
ness, but yields no fruitful herbs or plants for 
the benefit of others, 



Ikcreasi of Mutton Eating. — There are 
cirownsiances which must give a prevailing 
diiection, from time to time, to every species 
of progress or culture in husbandry. In early 
days, while a lamb from the flock was always 
acceptable food, the sheep was mainly propa- 
gated for its wool, whi-:h furnished, with skins, 
the entire clothing of mankind. In thinly 
settled districts in modern times, especially in 
places remote from such markets as may exist, 
tbe fine wooled or Merino families are more 
profitable, tbe expense of carriage being light, 
with wool in campariaon with the cost of 
driviDg the animals great distances to poor 
. markets. Such breeds are, therefore, found 
prevailing in onr Territories, in the extreme 
i North wo-st, the sparsely settled plains of 
Texas, among the pine-wood pa.-tures of the 
; Atlantic aua Gulf coast belt of sandy soils, 
I through the mountain ranges of Virginia, the 
I Csrol;nas, Nor hern Georgia, Tennessee, and 
the bills of Southeastern Kentucky. In Ver- 
mont they prevailed, in former years, from in- 
land petition; at present from an additional 
advantage — the profit of furnishing the best 
blood ot American Merinos to be found in t»« 
country (attained by a long and s"»-' e3 * l ' u l 
course ot breeding) for the improvement of 
fine-wooled flocks in t^e several States and 
Territories. Fuoc^prices are yielding tempt- 
ing reiurns, and it is not presumable, and per- 
hn|is not desirablejthat snch breeders as Edwin 
Hammond, John T. Rich, W. W. C. Wright, 
I Henry Lane, and others, shuuld be willing 
! speedily to desist from their useful andproGt - 
1 ble enterprises with this valuable breed; but 
the country is becoming more densely popula- 
ted, and the taste for good mutton is growing 
upon the public. In ten years the increase of 
population has been thirty-five per cent.; in 
tbe same time the value of slaughtered ani- 
mals bad increased from $111, 703,742 to $212,- 
871,653, a gain of ninety per cent., a heavy 
proportion of tne increase being in mutton. 
Hence a growing popularity of mutton breeds 
has naturally given them the preference in 
Massachusetts and souibern portions of New 
England, with a strong tendency in that di- 
rection in the Middle States and the more 
populous portions of the West. In fact, 
wherever railroads are numerous the same re- 
sult may be confidently expected. 

It is a curiou3 fact, illustrative of the won- 
derful increase in mutton-eating, that at the 
famous Brighton market, in the neighborhood 
of Boston, on the day before Christmas, in 
1839, two men held the entire stock, consist- 
ing of only 400; and yet that monopoly at 
such a time could not raise the sluggish mar- 
ket mere than a half cent per pound. In 
1859, in the Eame market, on the day before 
Christ mas, 5,400 sheep were sold. 

Nor is this very strange. It was common, 
and is yet, in remote Merino districts, for peo- 
ple to indicate an unconquerable aversion to 
mutton. It is, indeed, the poorest meat in the 
world ; it is also the best A poor, thin, lean 
sbeep, of the native and Merino breeds— an 
animal that bad outlived its many years of 
uselulnets as a wool-bearer — was sometimes 
cut down by the relentless knife as a cumberer 
of the paiture ground, and consigned to the 
pot in ihe vain ana hopeless effort of macera- 
ting its toughened fibres sufficiently to make 
its mastication a physical possibility. Alas! 
how many have suffered iu such futile under- 
taking, and learned to loath the very n.-.me 
of mui'on, and to abominate its very smell 
On the contrary, not the aromatic flavors of 
venison, the gamy richness of wild fowl, or 
tbeswoet jucineis of a Durham sirloin, can 
surpass the combined virtues of South Down 
morrow-and-fatness. It is sweeter to the pal- 
ale, digestible with greater facility, and more 
nutritious than almost any other variety of 
food. South Down grades, or breeds cross 
bred with Southdown, if not equal to it, are a 
wonderful improvtment upon the slowlv ma- 
turing kinds, and perhaps better suited than 
full-bloods to uneducated American palates, 
which cannot be expected to endure so sud- 
den and great a change.— Stock Journal.

From Siurmas's Advance.— a letter from 
Corinth, Mias., stales that the euire 15th 
*rmy corps, under Major-General Shaman, 
and one division of McPherson's 17th Corps, 
had passed through there and advanced «g 
far as Tuscumbia, without meeting any ma- 
terial opposition. The Mobile and Ohio road 
will soon be opened from Columbus to Cor- 
inth, and thence to Chattanooga with all pos- 
sible despatch. 

An expedition sent out in the direction of 
Holly Springs, consisting of the 7th Kansas 
and 3d Michigan cavalry, with other regi- 
ments, met the enemy in the vicinity of that 
place, where they had a severe engagement. 
The loss of the 7th Kansas was three killed 
and nine wounded, and the other regiments 
Buffered in about the same proportion. The 
rebels lost nine left killed on the field and one 
hundred prisoners, while our forces occupied 
the site of the battle ia undisturbed pos- 
session. 



' The present war has fully developed 
the necessity for a more general military ed- 
ucation. Not only is it essential in meeting 
the demands of the war, but it will be ne- 
cessary for generations to come. The diffu- 
sion of military information can never be lost 
upon a people, and when their character and 
associations make it a popular as well as im- 
portant course of instruction, it is culpable to 
overlook its advantages. Our system of vol- 
unteer armies, upon which we have thus far 
relied, and upon which we will undoubtedly 
rely in the future, absolutely demands that 
Steps should be taken to prepare our youths 
for what may at any moment become 
their profession. Our army is composed of 
the best material in the world; most 
of our officers are such as by their 
general education and intelligence would 
compare favorably with any class of gentle- 
men in the world; but yet, with all this, we 
have lacked knowledge of the rudiments of 
the military art. This has been the great 
Stumbling-block. Our officers and our sol- 
diers have been eager to learn, but they have 
had to learn together. The soldier, Instead of 
looking to his officer as his instructor, has 
regarded him as his fellow- student. The 
fundamental principle of all subordina- 
tion — a principle which lies at the very 
root of that courage-inspiring confidence 
-which teaches the soldier in the hour 
cf need to lean upon the judgment of his 
commander and thereby effects that unanimi- 
ty of action which will alone insure success — 
is that habit of looking up to his officer as his 
superior in intelligence and information, as 
"well as in military rank, which characterizes 
the old soldier's attitude toward an educated 
and intelligent officer. The importance of 
preparation among officers, and of respect for 
it among soldiers is so manifest that attention 
»eed only be called to it to impress upon every 
lessoning mind its magnitude. 

Should the present war unhappily last a few 
years longer a new generation will grow up 
and will be called upon to fill the ranks of 
the army. From the rising generation will 
come the subalterns to whom in their limited 
spheres is to be entrusted the instruction and 
discipline of the fragments which go to make 
up the efficient whole. It will take but a very 
few years to develop this new generation of 
men. Manhood comes on apace in times of 
war, and, even at this very time, many a 
.young soldier undergoing the rough experi- 
ence of war had hardly left his mother's side 
when Sumpter and Bull Run astounded his 
boyish faculties. 

Suppose that, as is the earnest hope of every 
true patriot, the war should close sooner, in a 
few months, and that then, after a respite of 
■five or ten years, a foreign war should open 
upon us. The subardinate officers of the ar- 
my which we would then have to call into 
existence would be drawn from the gen- 
eration now thumbing its spelling books. 
"With the experience of this war before us, 
should we not provide for such exigencies of 
the future? As these present boys and future 
efficers relinquished their civil pursuits to 
take up the sword for the defence of their 
country's honor, would they not thank the 
older generation which had with such fore- 
thought prepared them for their new positions, 
and enabled them to enter with confidence 
upon their novel duties, and to command the 
jespect of their inferiors? 

When our armies are disbanded we are 
bound to keep alive the military spirit which 
now pervades us. Even the universal peace 
societies will protest against our relapsing into 
our old ridiculous militia system. State mil- 
iteiy organizations will have to be establish- 
ed, but we must not let the information which 
is to sustain them upon a respectable footing 
die out wi'h the generation which participat- 
ed in the present war and learned all they 
know from slow and rough experience. We 
are called upon to do something for those 
Who ere to follow us, and that something is 
the establishment of military schools. West 
Toint may suffice to supply the standing 
aimy, but in the event of war, and a conse- 
quent enormous increase of the army, gradu- 
al of the national military school will, as 
at present w the army, be the exceptions. 

Some of the iu,^ States are takinj? the 
lead in this matter, and ha.. Mopted mea sure3 
for the establishment of State milua-^ insti- 
tutions. Kentucky was once famous for hei 
military schools. Why, now that military ed- 
ucation has become actually important, should 
it not be revived? The geographical position 
of Kentucky makes it peculiarly necessary 
that she should always be ready to defend 
herself. She, above all other States, must 
preserve a military organization ; and, to make 
such an organization effective, there must be 
competent and well instructed officers. 

We invite the attention of the people and of 
the authorities of Kentucky to this subject. 
It is one the importance of which will readily 
be felt by every Kentucky officer in the army; 
and the people of Kentucky, by basing their 
reasoning upon the results of their observa- 
tion, will not be slow to appreciate the ad- 
rantages of having an institution where, 
when peace comes, we may perform that im- 
portant duty of a state — to prepare for war.

We 
therefore state that thi;,q Uft j 0 f Richardson's 
baxd ft»t robbed Bar v, wni plundered the 
teople cf Salv sa and Ery a ,i 0) on the way 
to Harrotsburg, reached tb«v tter place about 
2 o'clock »n Friday night, an\ we nt immedi- 
ately to tie residence of MorgiV Vance, who 
was awakeied by the noise of the, approach, 
and, seeing vhe gleaming sabres, wax orluaa t e 
enough to escape to the house-top, *t iere he 
remained nearly an hour. The asjaila^ , n 
ihemean time, abused his family, robbe\h.i3 
house, took all the arms to be found, his wiv s 
carriage bowes, and all his clothes, even U. 
the shirt he bad worn the day before and re- 
moved for the night. Tiey were greatly 
disappointed at not finding Mr. Vance, whose 
former services in the Union cause 
have made him particularly odious to the reb- 
els. They also searched for Fudge Newman, 
who was there to hold court; hey entered his 
roem at the hotel, but he fortmately escaped 
by a back way, though in leapng a fence he 
injurtd himself so much that h< has been on 
crutches ever since. Among th> participants 
in this raid was Capt. Gaith Alexander, who 
returned to Mercer county witi Morgan's 
land, and it is generally supposed th it he has 
been in the county ever since, for lome of his 
companions have been seen and identified at 
different times, and one of them, Welth Jones, 
was very sick about ten days since. The band 
committed many other robberies in Harrods- 
burg, and Mr. Vance's loss was fully $2,000 

We have also received some additional par- 
ticulars of the raid into Greensburg on the 
21st. They took garments from the backs of 
citizens in the streeta, stripped boots and shoes 
from their feet and hats from their heads; ne- 
groes did not escape their rapacity, and they 
took frcm the poor fellows sums as low as one 
dime. Ladies' apparel of all descriptions was 
sought with avidity, and articles which were 
not of value to them were wantonly destroy- 
ed. Sacks of coffee were emptied under foot 
in the 6treets and stores for the purpose of 
packing dry goods, boots, and shoes in the 
sacks. The most coarse and vulgar epithets 
were addressed to women who had the cour- 
age to protest against the pillage and destruc- 
tion — language too beastly and obscene to be 
ret eated even to show the deep degradation 
of the scoundrels. They stole all kinds ,o( 
property. Just think of the renowned "South- 
ern rights" defenders, Champ Fergusoa, the 
chivalrous Hamilton, of proclamation noto- 
riety, and Richardson, who assumes to be the 
successor of the freebooter John Morgan, the 
cream of Southern chivalry, as represented in 
the Confederacy, stealing negroes and tken 
picking their pockets of dimes! Such conduct 
almost reconciles us to the bombast of Mil- 
ton's lower depth to the lowest deep. We can- 
not understand, how men, who have lived 
under the protection of the Union, despite 
their sympathies with the rebellion, even if 
that sympathy was honest, can be deceived 
any longer when they see such exhibitions of 
lawlessness and disregard of the most sacred 
rights of property. They certainly cannot 
aspire to association with those who commit 
such deeds, and it is now evident that their 
iuclinings to the Confederate cause will not 
save them from robbery, for nothing will sat- 
isfy the imperious despots who control it, but 
the enforcement of their conscription law over 
Kentucky. They don't want passive sympa- 
thy cow that they are in desperate need of ac- 
tive aid and comfort; they want blows in sup- 
port of the rebellion, and not kind words aud 
secret encouragement. They will subjugate 
us if we do not conquer them, and we do not 
believe that there are one hundred men in 
Kentucky, who have remained peaceably at 
home during the war and seen its baneful in- 
fluences upon our State and the utter failure 
of the new theory of government, who would 
be willing to leave the old cherished Union 
and give up the Constitution of Washington 
to link their future destinies with the Jeff 
Davis oligarchy, unde- which every Kentuck- 
ian would be regarded as an alien until its or- 
ganic form could be modified.

letter from W. A. Collins, assistant 
surgeon of the Gth Indiana, confirms the death 
Of Lieutenant-Colonel Richard Rockingham, 
of the Kentucky Infantry, whose fate has 
been in doubt ever since the battle of Chicka- 
•toauga. Colonel Rockingham was wounded 
on the first day of the engagement and placed 
in hospital in the rear of Johnson's and Rous- 
seau's division. Subsequently our forces were 
compelled to retreat, and the rebels shelled 
the hospitals. The second shell penetrated 
the one in which Colonel Rockingham was 
lying.

Meeks was sentenced to six 
jears' confinement in the Kentucky peniten- 
tiary for the murder of Walton, but managed 
to escape from that institution a few months 
fter his imprisonment.

Smcgcmno in Eastern KEXTrcrtr.— The 
Columbus (Ky.) War Eagle states that on the 
IGth, Litut. Dearborn, 2d Tennessee artillery, 
left Island No. 10, with forty mounted men 
of the 32d Iowa, in charge of Lieut. Leash, 
and proceeded across the river towards Tip 
tonville, where he discovered sundry wagon- 
loads of gcods, which, upon examination, 
proved to be salt, powder, boots and shoes, and 
other articles en route to the interior. There 
were five or six men with each team, appa- 
rently unarmed and who, on being questioned, 
exhibited prrmits written with a lead pencil 
with the word "Approved" written across the 
faces of them with ink, but accompanied by 
no signature either to permits or approval. 
The goods bad been purchased in New Mad- 
rid, so it was said, and ferried across the river. 
Before entering Tiptonville our force was di- 
vided, Lt. Leash taking eight men and going 
below tbefowD, following the wagons. Leav- 
ing the others, Lieut. Dearborn followed with 
part of the force, and, after leaving a guard 
wilh one of the wagons, proceeded on. About 
two milet from Tiptonville they saw some 35 
or 40 guerillas in a cornfield, upon whom 
they quickly charged, running them a mile 
and a balf, dismounting ten or fifteen and 
wounding several. The guerillas threwaway 
their arms, coats, loose blankets, &c, and 
scattered in all directions. Our forces then 
retired slowly and loaded their guns, when 
they discovered another party, of about the 
same number, coming in their rear, and heard 
the order given to charge. Lieut. Dearborn 
then ordered bis men to dismount, when the 
guerillas fired into them and scattered. Our 
men returned the fire, dismounting several of 
tbe guerillas, remounted their own horses, 
and fell back toward Tiptonville, followed by 
the guerillas at a distance. Throughout the 
whole affair our men behaved nobly. 

Lieut. Lensh, who had only eight men. had 
fallen back a mile and a half from Tiptonville, 
where he was joined by Lieut. Dearborn. 
The men were then divided under the two 
leaders and entered Tiptonville at two differ- 
ent places. Just as he was going into the 
town Lieut. Dearborn discovered the guerillas 
in ambush, and agaia charged upon them, 
dismounting four or five and wounding sev- 
eral, as was afterwards learned from the citi- 
zens. Two of our men, a Sergeant and one 
private, were slightly wounded. One musket 
was hit and split open with aminie ball. One 
rebel prisoner was taken; Capt. Bradford, a 
notorious thief and kidnapper. 

This reconnoissance will prove of great ad- 
vantage, for the fact has been developed that 
there has been a large amount of smuggling, 
or something worse, carried on from New 
Madrid, or at least via New Madrid Bend and 
Tiptonville, and that the goods have gone 
directly into the possession of guerillas. The 
Esgle thinks it is scarcely probable that the 
smuggling bus been done by way of New 
Madrid, but it is likely that goods have been 
floated down St. James Bayou, which enters 
the Mississippi just above. 

General Smith and Captain Williams are 
doing all in their power to put an end to such 
transactions, and if there were only some co- 
operation on the other side, something might 
be accomplished. Much of the smuggling has 
been done from Cape Girardeau ; goods have 
been brought, via Benton, to St. James Bayou, 
and floated down. A company of cavalry 
stationed along this stream would put a stop 
to smuggling by that route at leait. 

Had the guerillas not been met with, as 
stated in the foregoing narrative, it was the 
intention of Lieutenants Dearborn and Leash 
to get ahead of the train, turn it around, and 
bring it to Columbus, but they were prevent- 
ed from doing this as already described. Lieu- 
tenant Troop, wilh a detachment of the Pro- 
vost Guard, made quite a haul back of Wolf 
Island a few days ago.

Washington, Oct. 28. 

The Governor of Colorado, who is also the 
Indian Superintendent in that Territory, ha9 
ioformed the Commissioner of Indian Affiirs 
that, with the assistance of Mr. Nicolay, the 
President's Private Secretary, he has can- 
eluded a treaty with the Tabequache band of 
Indians. Although they failed tose.ure their 
settlement on a reservation, there is a provi- 
sion that all such settlements may be inaugu- 
rated for a gradual consummation. The Un Is 
ceded to the Government, he say.., are prob- 
ably the most valuab'e ever purchased by the 
Government from a single Indian tribe, in- 
cluding, as they do, nearly all of ths mining 
lands yet diccovered in Colorado, and. in ad- 
dition, a large amount of agricultural and 
grazing lands. 

The lands lie between the 37th and 41st de- 
grees of north latitude. Nicolay is now on 
bis way to Washington with the treaty. 

Information ha3 been received at the In- 
dian Bureau from the -Omaha Superintend- 
ency, staling that many of the Poucas and 
Wiuntbagots have arrived there begging for 
food. The Indians from the Northern Super- 
intendency, sent to the upper country, are 
working their way down the Missouri river, 
acd unless some action be taken thoy will be 
scattered all along that river greatly to the 
injury and annoyance of the whites. A j soon 
tbe sufferings of the Indians became known, 
the Government at once made provision for 
the required relief. 

Several gentleman who arrived from the 
Army of the Potomac to-nigh', say that the 
firing heard in the direction of Bealtoa yester- 
day has not been accounted for, but express 
the belief that it involved nothing of impor- 
tance. The artillery wagons recently cap- 
tured by the guerillas near Warreaton con- 
tained no property of value. 

This is the cecond daring and successful raid 
during the pr.sent week — almost in the heart 
of our camp. It is believed that the rebels 
have not pushed any strong force on tbis side 
of the Rappahannock since their grand re- 
treat. Small bodies, however, remain at the 
various crossings. 

Tbey are circumscribed to these positions 
by the proximity of our forces. 

The enemy's cavalry scout the creek as far 
as Stafford C. H. and Hartwood Church. 

A number of citizens along the Orange 
and Alexandria Railroad, charged with har- 
boring guerillas, have been arrested and 
brought to Washington. Some of them have 
been committed to the Old Capitol Prison, and 
others were released on parole. 

Boston, Oj'. 28. 

John Lang, convicted of participating in 
tbe conscript riots in July last, was to-day 
sentenced to Un years' hard labor in the Stale 
?ri«on. 

The State League of Mass tchusetts has 
elected General B. F. Butler, of Lowell, and 
Mr. Chantia, of Newton, delegates at large to 
ihe National Union League, which meets at 
Wasbingtoa in December. Delegates from 
eat h Congressional District were also chosen. 

General Butler addressed the meeting at 
length, taking ground with those who believe 
tbat the seceded States have annihilated them- 
selves as States, while the power of the gen- 
eial Government still remains intact over 
their territory. 

He opposed tbe position of a member o r the 
Cabinet, that the rebel commonwealth? by 
throwing down their arms should be received 
into the Unian wilh unimpaired rights and 
with their old local institutions. His reasons 
for dictating terms before allowing the incor- 
poration into the Union of these heretofore 
hostile seclioas sprung from considerations 
vitally affecting the interests and safety of the 
nation. 

If the Confederate States are readmitted, 
and their representatives take their seals in 
CoDgress, before some radical change ia ef- 
fected, what guarantee is there that the Fed- 
eral national debt will not be repudiated, or 
made to stand upon the alternative? The 
Confederate debt must also be paid, and let 
ibis question come before Congress, and all the 
appliances of corruption wou:d be set in mo- 
tion io secure such a division as would place 
the Federal and rebel indebtedness on the 
fame footing. 

deoend B. contended that the rebel States 
roue* be regarded as destroyed, or it would be 
almost impossible to choose another President, 
lor the reason tbat no candidate likely to be 
elected wciild receive such a support in the 
North as io give him a majority of the whole 
electoral colli ge, constituted of all the States, 
both loyal and rebel, to transfer the question 
to the House of Representatives, where each 
Commonwealth casts only one vote, and a ma- 
jority of such votes is required, and the diffi- 
culty will be greatly increased. The policy of 
safety and justice was to restore tbe Union in 
ihe South only as fast as tbe principles of 
freedom and loyalty are extended oyer the 
now rebel domain. 

New Yoke, Oct. 28. 
A Herald's despatch says the statement in 
regard to the arrest of Messrs Williamson and 
Bloss. agents of the Pennsylvania and Michi- 
gan Relief Associations, tor the sale of old 
bandages, rags, he, is incorrect so far as tlie 
property is said to have bicn old Government 
property. It was the property of the associa- 
tions, and was fold by Williamson and Bloss 
by order of the chairmen of tbe executive 
committees of the associations, aad the pro- 
ceeas were deposited to their credit. Tue 
treatment of Mr. Williamson by Col. Baker 
was most arbitrary and unjust. He was re- 
fused permission to send for Judge Brady, 
chairman of the association, and other parties, 
who could prove bis innocence. Afterseveral 
hours delay, the note from Mr. Williamson was 
delivered to Judge Brady, who immediately 
obtained an interview with Judge Turner, 
eesistant Judge Advocate-Genera), and upon 
bis lepresentations of facts, Mr. W. was re- 
leased on parole. At a meeting of the osso- 
i station this eveaiag, a committee was appoint- 
ed to make a statement of tbe case to the 
ptoper authorities, with a representation of 
tbe outrageous treatment of the acciued by 
Baker, and a demand for his full and uncondi- 
tional release from arrest, and the removal of 
Baker from his position of Provost Marshal of 
the War Department. The meeting was at- 
tended by Judge Usher, Secretary of the In- 
terior; Hon. J. J. Lewis, Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, and other gentlemen of 
position, who are much incensed at this abuse 
of authority.

Among those who 
happtned to be pnsent on this occasion were 
two little giris, children of Mr. Aultz, a Ger- 
man living on Presbyterian avenue, below 
Cemttety street Tbey had coma as was 
their custom to gather chips, when one ot 
Item — Emile, the younger, ag"d about nine 
jeais — in passing over the ways, was caught 
in the shaft, and drawn into the machinery. 
Her sister Caroline, aged about thirteen, flew 
at once to ber rescue, and she was also caught 
in the shaft. The alarm spreading among 
the workmen, as toon as possible the engine 
was stopped, but not until the limbs of the 
unfortunate girls had been dreadfully mangled 
and their clothing almost wholly stripped 
from tbe bodies. Upon removing them from 
the shaft it was found that Emile's right arm, 
from shoulder to elbow, was smashed as it 
were into a perfect jelly, the bone being shiv- 
ered in severs 1 places. Her right side was also 
severely injured, and we learn that on last 
evening ber physician, Dr. Grater, gave it as 
his opinion thai she could not possibly re- 
cover.
